"I feel quite athamed of myself for 
not having written you long 'ere this, 
after you having been so good to me 
in sending the Dailies so regularly. 
They have all bs^n greatly appreciat- 
ed, as they are the only means of keep- 
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ing in touch with what is going on 
at the College, not to speak of the 
information it gives of the doings of 
the boys over here, which it would be 
impossible to get otherwise. 

"There are four McGill boys here, 
Frank McGill, Lindsay Gordon, Allan 
Wilson (Sci. '18), and myself. We had 
a , couple of weeks'- leave in London 
last month, and luckily ran into quite 
a few of the old gang, including 'Sine.' 
MeEvenue, 'Mike' Turnbull, 'Kid' 
Mewburn, Norm, and Dave William- 
son, and Court Weodyatt. Norm Wil- 
liamson is a surgeon probationary on 
a destroyer in the Firth of Forth. 
Wasn't it a bit of luck that we should 



all be in the big town together. Had 
we tried , to arrange it wo couldn't 
probably have done so. 

"I had a letter from Herb. Woollatt 
a short time ago. He has had tough 
luck, and Is laid up at home still, ow- 
ing to some internal Injuries he re- 
ceived while learning to fly at Toron- 
to last summer. 

"Albert Kelly is in England some- 
where, but I am sorry to say I have 
not seen him yet."

an obsolete bathtub or some ether re- 
ceptacle mingles with the dictation of 
the professor and the whisperings of 
the students. ' The Arts building has 
sprung a leaki 

All winter long the University has 
had men at work on the roof of the 
building engaged in removing, or at- 
tempting to remove the snow and ice

which had gathered there. The recent 
thaw, however, has done more effec- 
tive work than all the pounding and 
hammering which has disturbed 
classes during the winter, if the stream 
of water which is pouring through a 
hole In the ceiling of Room 113 Is any 
Indication. Room 113 has been found 
unieaworthy before, but never has 
the fleoding-out process been so com- 
plete. At other times the water has 
simply dripped from a hole In the 
ceiling; new it pours through in a 
miniature cataract, which makes it 
necessary to ohaiige ' bathtubs and 
pails every "hour. ' 



Before this lectures have been held 
mere or less regularly in Room 113; 
now they are an impossibility, for in 
making its way from the ceiling to 
the floor the water hits several desks, 
which are thus rendered untenable. 
In addition the ceiling in one place is 
in imminent danger of collapse. And 
that explaina why so many groups of 
students, with a prefeasor at their 
head, may be aeen these dsys wan- 
dering about the Arts building in 
search of a classroom which is vacant 
jand at the same time v^eather-tight.

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IS OHEATINO A SERIOUS OFFENSE? 



HOW AMERICAN COLLEGES ARE 
GETTING READY. 
(Continued from Page 3.) 



"T just .simply liiul to cheat or I should have flunked, and with 
my other marks, tliut would have put me out of uoUegc," said one 
stuciont who was being tried before tho Academic Council. This 
.statement was not offered as an argument for aequital; it wa.s only 
the student s explanation of the excuse which he made to his con- 
Kcienee when faced by a final examination which he could not mas- 
ter. A student, of certain calibre, may convince himself of the 
logic of suuh an argument when he stands on the brink of collegiate 
failure ; but no student in his .sane moments will argue that this is 
any excuse for ignoring his sense of honor and stealing credit. The 
main reason Avhy student's will be dishonest at such a moment is 
lliat they do not realize how serious thi' (»riine they are comuiitliiig: 
really is. They seem to look upon it as on a par with picking an 
apple from an orchard when the apple is on a branch M-hich hangs 
out over tho fcnee. 

Let us analyze the value of the thing M'hich is stolen. Is it of 
any particular value? This thing is usually referred to as credit, or 
appears as crédits in the reiristriir's office. These credits in the 
aggregate amount to u college diploma. The value of a college 
diploma is that it stands for four years of hard work, for a ^yi(lc, 
genei-al knowledge, and for a specialized knnwU\lge in some par- 
ticular branch of science. Its value lies in that it opens up for its 
possessor opportunities in his special line of endeavor whieii he 
couUI iu)t hoi>e to have otherwise. He obtains a chance to .secure a 
desirable position on the strength of his oollego dii)loma. His 
diploma shows that he has a certain amount of mental ability, of 
perseverance, of industry, and of eharactei-. Those who employ 
Jiini and those who come in contact witli him in any way expect to 
find these attributes in him. They gauge their actions in accord- 
ance with that supposition. The chief value, then, of a college 
diploma is that it is a certificate of ability, ft says to the world, 
"This man has had the ability to do certain things; he is now pre- 
pared to do other bigger things." 

Suppose a man acquires a number of his credits by cheating. 
He goes out into the world with his certificate of ability which lie 
has stolen because his ability did not quite measure up to the 
standard. lie is given a certain ,iob because of his prestige as a 
college graduate; Perhaps, he is soon found out and fired. Then 
he goes to another place, and the same thing happens. Thus he 
'L-heats society by drawing salaries he doesn't deserve! Perhaps he 
secures va job where it is difficult to measure the ability and worth 
of a man except over a longr period of time. Then his chance to 
cheat society is all the greater. Perhaps, as often happens, he gets 
•a job tlifough '^pull." He may have a relative in a big corporation 
or a friend in politics. Then his job is secure and society must sup- 
port in part! this parasite. i 

But stealing credits in this way seems to some peoi)K! so intan- 
gible, so indirect that it cannot be of much importance. Yet it is 
of more importance to the individual and society than many kinds 
of direct robbeiy. Some students would consider stealing a basket 
of apples from in front of a grocer's store, or picking the clothes off 
the iieighbor's clothes line a terrible thing, yot they would not be 
shocked if tiiey .saw someone stenling credit at tho university. Wiint 
is the difference, may I ask, bettteen picking a ujun^s pocket of fif- 
ty dollars, or getting it through the pay envelopes for services not 
rendered? What is the difference between robbing the state trea- 
sury of a thousand dollars directly or taking it in payment for ful- 
filling the duties of an office which one cannot adequately perform? 
It is merely the difference between the pickpocket or the thief and 
the man who cheats in examinations.— The Minnesota Daily.

Drill Work at Chicago. 

Tho University of Chicago Una 
commonoed military training with the 
purpoao of orsanlztnK a unit of the 
United States' Reserve Offlcrni' 
Training: Corps. KnroUment In this 
unit -will only obliKate a man to serve 
three hours a woek for two scholas- 
tic years. At the end of that period, 
a written enlistment may be made for 
two years' additional service. With 
tho completion of the latter service, 
enlistment In tho National Reserve 
Officers' Corps for a iieriod uf ti'ii 
years is at tho option of the re- 
cruit. 

Drill-work will be liekl daily for Ihf 
rest of the quarter, imd eaoli man i» j 
reijuired to iitteinl three tinie.s n weok. | 
As soon us tho woiittior permits, the | 
drill will lie held outdciorw on t>iaBi; 
Field. Uniforms, aniiH, .ind ammuni- 
tion will be furnialieii by the univer- | 
sity free of chance. GymnaHium and 
scholastic credit will be given for the 
(vork, and arrangements are beini; 
made to give extra credit to men with 
previous e.\poricnco In military tac- 
tics. 

I'lans °at Columbia University in- 
clude an Officers' Corps for botli un- 
dergraduates and alumni, and a Nav> 
al Reserve Corps, Moreover, a defin- 
ite project for puttiner tho resources 
of tl>e university at the disposal of 
tho nation provides for three sepanite 
spheres of action, namely; tho mak- 
ing of n personal index of the entire 
-■itudeitt body, tlit- internal organizu- 
liiin of groups and .subdivisions which 
shall co-ordinate with one another, 
and the establishment of co-operative 
relations with the nation, state, and 
city. 

In addition to tho nrt^anizntinn ni 
the unilcrKradimto."i" tnUning eorps, a 
resolution lia.s been pa.ssed reconi- 
mondinc to rre.sirteiii Butler and tho 
trustees that a. re.serve officers" train- 
iuK corps for aluninl bo formed at 
Columljia uniier the provisions of t'.e 
War neparlmenl for that vmrpose. 
The men enlisting in the Naval Ro- 
tiervo Corp,"! will work this summer ut 
the training camp to bo established 
by the Xnvy Department. This camp 
will commence about June Uth, and 
n'tll continue for four weeks. 

According to ii recent statement hy 
.Major Q. C. Cochran, chairman of 
the alumni committee on military 
(raining at Columbia, the Adjutant- 
General of New York has accepted 
(he offer of the Altiinni Federation of 
the University to form an organiza- 
tion for training, and bus offered tu 
furnish tho necessary instructor, arms, 
and equipment to carry out such a 
plan. Any pledge of service (hat Co- 
lumbia men may gls'e will be calh-d 
upon only in an emergency, and will 
be purely voluntary. 

Cornell's Plan* Mature Slowly. 

Military training jdans at Cornell 
wore not permitted to develop rapidly 
at first, with the result that the nub- 
Ject of preparedness Is stUl in a nas- 
cent stage at this university. The 
War Department has ordered 12 regu- 
lar' army sergeants to assist the of- 
ficers now in 'charge of the Cornell 
Cadet Corps in their work during ^thc 
rest of this year, and four of these 
men have already reported. The new 
officers will also have charge of the 
recently established reserve officers' 
training corps, and will supervise the 
work of medical, engineering and 
signal corps, and the machine gun 
platoon. 



Student Headquarters for all 
College Text Books 



A university is probably the most perfect example of a para- 
dox to be found in the whole gamut of present-day institutions Mr 
Webster tells us that a paradox is "Any phenomenon or action with 
seemingly contradictorj- qualities or phases." 

The American university of to-day is at once the most mut- 
able institution in the world, and the most ehangcle.ss. Owo ove. v 
twelve months, a fourth part of its constituency is lost and a new 
fourth gained. Everj- fifth year its undergraduate membership 
is totally renewed. Every tenth year its instructing staff is large- 
ly changed. New buildings aro constructed; old ones converted to 
new uses. Jfackinaws yield the palm to sheepskins. The favorite 
• student resort" of to-day is deserted to-morrow in favor of one 
hitherto unfrequented. 

Thus outwardly. In fact, the university is changeless. Per- 
haps a .slight varmtion in comparative emphasis on competitive doc 
trines or interests is discernible; but in the last analysis the aims 
and principles of development of the universitv to-day arc tho.se of 
yesterday and to-niorrow. The secret is that the university is pcr- 
.ennially youthful, and youth is ever the same. 

The Arts man of yesterday studied Greek. To-day he learns 
Spanish and the principles of commerce. In both instances he is 
impelled by the .same forces; led by tiie same motives. The' mef.1 
of the key with which the student strives to unlock the door of 1 I'e 
may be compounded of different alloys, but the pattern is alwavs 
the .same. lo correlate cause and effect; to solve the "whv" of 
ife; to justify his existence :-these are the lodestones that draw 
the student, usually unconsciously, through four years in -, .„.i 
versity. ' 

And thus the paradox is comprehensible. The impelli,,.. f„,.,p 
which brought the university into bemg Ls changeless; hence it"s créa 
turc 1.S fundamen ally stable. The university's subjects and ^ 
are being constantly renewed; hence its obvious manifestations arc 
never twice tlie same,— Cornell Daily Sun.

CORNELL HAS INFANTRY. 

The War Department, in response 
to an appUcatlen ^ Comell Univer- 
sity, haa esta^bliabed CM infantrr unit 
of the senior dlvtaloa of the Offlcers' 
Training Corps. Thia senior division 
la designed tor men who have had two 
years of militarr training. Suoh train- 
ing Is now a graduation requirement 
at Cornell. The idea is tf) have those 
who have completed the two year.< 
rompulsory service at the tTnlverslty 
continue throughout the remainder of 
'their four years. They will receive a 
I salary from the Rovemmenf. and stu- 
dents who elect this course will rc- 

Icelve five hours of instruction a week 
during their Junior and senior years. 
Upon gradMtien they will hfi com- 
misstoned as sseeiiA Jisntsnanu. 



As a result of a recent meeting fur 
the purpose of determining the atti- 
tude of the student body on the sub- 
ject of nOUtary tmining, I<afayette 
seems assured of a unit in the Offi- 
cers* Reserve Training Corps. Prac- 
tically 6Q per cent, of the students, 
or over 800, signed up for a two-year 
course in military training under Oen- 
eral Orders 49. These orders are is- 
.siied in pamphlet form and may be 
obtained from the War Department. 
'I'hey require n two-year course in 
military tactics and drill, to be cuii- 
linued for llirui- hours a week 
throuKlioul the full Ci'lleKiali- .\car. 
The government will equip and uni- 
form the men who elect to take this 
course. 

A recruiliiiK .■station lias biiii i>- 
lablisbed for the purpose of cnlistijit;, 
or at least InterestinK, the rcmuining 
40 per cent, of the college that is still 
to be enrolleil, and ail Information 
concerning tlie movement is given oui 
at this station.

Three lectures will be given every 
week by Captain Fleet, U,8,A., who 
is In charge of the course, and will 
continue for the rest of the term.

Army drill and field regulations, 
tables uf organisation, snnall arms 
firing regulations, military law and 
topography. The course may be 
elected by Seniors and I'reahmen, but 
only Sophomores and .Inniors bavc 
been enrolled to date.
